Reduction Of About Twelve 


Percent Shown In Report 


' By Anderson.

The acreage of Nebraska winter 


wheat -cown this fall was reduced, 
about 12 per cent, below the acreage, 
sown In the past few years, says _the i 
December crop report, issued here to- 
day by A. E. Anderson, head, of tlw j 
bureau of crops and livestock esti- 
mates of the United States depait- 
ment of agriculture. Mr- Anderson's 
report shows that rye acreage in the 
state has increased 10 per cent. Th«i 
average price paid for corn huakei.s 
during- the season van 7 cents pef 
bushel, the report saows. The aver- 
age number of fall Plffs to the llttur 


The'report estimates that 3.104,000 
acres of wheat were sown this fall, 
compared to 3,527,000 acres last fall 
and 4,149,000 aciea in 1921. This 
would make a reduction of about 35 
per cent of the record acreage oC 1921. 
The past f 1\ e year's average la 3,- 
722,000 acres and the ten year aver- 
age, 3,566,000 acres of sown wheat, 
the report shows. 
Therefore the 
present sown acreage is 16 per cent 
below the five year average and !"• 
per cent below the ten year average. 
The five year average harvested acre- 
age is 3,515.000 the report shows. 


Continuing, the Veport -says: 
"The condition of winter wheat Is 


91 per cent of normal, compared to 
63 per cent a year ago Soil condi- 
tions were highly favorable for plant- 
ing and the early sown wheat has 
made exceptional growth. The. heavy 
rains flooded and killed some of the 
wheat In spots, most of which was 
resown.' The surface of the winter 
wheat fields is dry at present and n 
good rain br. snow before freezing- up 
[or the winter would be beneficial. 


"The acreage of iyo Is 10 per cent 
greater, the total \being 145,000 acreH, 
as compared to the- revised estimate 
of 132,000 acres harvested last year.

Formal dresses 
and men's full dress clothes are 
forming a large part of the 
bulk" of'material that goes into 
the large gasoline-filled wash- 
ing machines of the Modern 
company's plant. Furvcoats and 
men's heavy overcoats, -are still 
coming in, for people have not 
stopped wondering whether or 
not we shall have a "white 
Christmas." 
< 
Fall housecleaning is about 


over, Mr. Westover says bas- 
ing his conclusion on the fact 
that there have been very few 
sets of hangings and curtains 
in the plant the past month. 


Of course, the house where 


the Christmas party or the 
family reunion is to be held 
must be cleaned, but the busy 
housewife with all her Christ- 
mas shopping to do has scarce- 
ly the time to attend to these 
minor matters at the last mo- 
ment, and has probably done 
everything at least by Thanks- 
giving time. , 
"Cleaners' -business always 


falls off dirring January and 
February," Mr. Westover says, 
."because by that time we are 
in 'the middle of the winter .sea- 
son usually, and all "the last 
year's heavy clothes that are 
to be brought down from the 
attic are already renovated. 
But with March comes the be-> 
ginning of spring-, and it seems 
to come earlier every year. 


"About the first of March, 


then, we expect to have a revi- 
val of the good conditions of 
earlier years at that period. It 
is the expected thing to find a 
lull during these coldest months 
of winter. Christmas and the 
holiday season always find'peo- 
ple sending clothing to 
the 


cleaner, and the formal season 
makes some slight difference 
to us." 
The bakers, according to Ed- 


gar R. Schulze of the Butter- 
nut company, are not having 
the' run of business that they 
might have. This, he thinks, is 
due partly to the fact that peo- 
ple are using less bread than 
they did before, and partly to 
the fact that legislation fixes 
the size of the loaves, while the 
price of commodities are still 
higher than they had been be- 
fore the war. 
Profits, then, for the com- 


pany are not so high as they 
might be expected to be. And, 
naturally, Mr. Schulze is try- 
ing to decide what is the mat- 
ter with business. 


After-the-war depression is 


least partly responsible for the 
condition 
of 
business, 
he 


thinks, and when the United 
States and the European coun- 
tries have all recovered from 
the debts they contracted dur- 
ing that'period, and when an 
ordinary basis of trade has 
been put into operation, then 
and then only can we expect to 
have business as good as it was 
in the days .before August, 
1914. 


Mr. Schulze thinks that the 


tendency toward the 
use of 


less bread by the younger gen- 
eration is making the business 
of the baker less profitable, but 
it is almost balanced by the 
fact that even in the smaller 
towns, there is very little home 
baking. 
This fact is the 


brightest spot on the horizon.
